Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1919. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  18-8  per  1,000,  being 
a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate 
was  15-8  per  1,000,  being  practically  2  per  1,000  lower 

than  1918. 

The  Infant  Mortality  was  113  per  1,000  births,  as 
compared  with  111  for  1918. 

The  accuracy  of  these  Mortality  rates  is  very  doubtful 
owing  to  the  many  conditions  that  have  arisen  to  disturb 
the  number  of  the  population,  and  until  a  new  Census  has 
been  taken  it  is  difficult  to  form  any  exact  opinion  as  to 
the  bearing  of  these  figures. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  5,078, 
being  more  than  double  the  ligure  for  1918,  which  was 
2,110  ;  this  large  increase  is  mainly  due  to  Measles,  of 
which  2,689  cases  were  notified.  With  the  exception  of 
191 8,  this  appears  to  be  about  the  normal  number  of  cases. 

There  was  one  introduction  of  Smallpox  from  Egypt, 
which  resulted  in  four  cases  being  affected,  but  did  not 
spread  further  than  the  immediate  household  concerned. 


Iheie  was  a  consideraljle  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  there  being  663  cases  notified 
during  the  year,  but  this  is  still  considerably  under  the 
general  average  of  tb.c  Borough. 

An  epidemic  of  Influenza  occurred  in  the  earlier  part 
of  the  year,  causing  430  deaths  ;  this  is  fully  reported 
upon  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

The  general  work  of  the  Department  has  been  greatly 
increased,  as  the  return  of  the  Staff  from  the  War  (which 
has  gradually  taken  place  during  the  year)  has  enabled  i 
the  vaiious  branches  of  our  work  to  be  taken  up  more 

vigorously,  and  I  would  refer  to  the  details  in  each  of  the 
various  sections. 

Two  Housing  Schemes— one  at  Littleton  Road  for 
approximately  700  houses,  and  one  at  the  Tootal  Estate, 
Weaste,  for  approximately  400  houses— have  been  pressed 
forward,  the  respective  Architects,  Mr.  Chas.  Swain  and 
Colonel  Westcott,  having  been  engaged  in  developing 
these  schemes,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  show  marked  pro¬ 
gress  by  the  end  of  the  current  j^ear. 

liie  full  ordinary  inspection  of  the  Schools  was  resumed 
aftei  the  Summer  Holidays,  and  considerable  extensions 
of  Staff  will  be  required  in  the  near  future  to  deal  with  the 
various  branches  of  activity  in  this  direction. 

Ihe  Child  W^elfare  Staff  has  been  increased,  a  second 
Medical  Officer  being  appointed,  and  the  Health  Visitors 
increased  from  12  to  15.  An  important  development  of 
this  work  has  been  the  assisting  of  impecunious  mothers 
by  the  grant  of  aid  in  the  shape  of  milk  for  infants,  which 
w  as  initiated  during  the  year,  and  has  entailed  a  great 

O 


amount  of  additional  work  upon  the  Department.  It  is 
open  to  doubt  whether  the  addition  of  the  duty  of  the 
relief  of  j)overty  to  the  ordinary  work  of  the  Department, 
which  is  already  extending  so  rapidly,  is  an  advantage. 
Our  Staff  is  not  trained  for  this  purpose,  but  in  order  to 
safeguard  the  public  interests  as  far  as  possible,  each  case 
has  been  referred  to  the  District  Provident  and  Charity 
Organisation  Society  for  inquiry  and  report,  and  in  this 
way  many  attempts  to  impose  upon  the  public  purse  have 
been  discovered.  The  Committee  have  under  their  con¬ 
sideration  provision  for  the  accommodation  of  hospital 
treatment  for  Babies,  provision  for  Maternity  accommo¬ 
dation,  and  the  provision  of  Mothers’  Helps  in  cases  of

confinement. 

The  work  done  in  connection  with  Venereal  Diseases 
has  increased  rapidly.  At  the  Salford  Royal  Hospital  it 
was  found  necessary  to  increase  the  staff  by  the  addition 
of.  Dr.  Jenkins  and  Dr.  Ghosh.  There  were  671  Salford 
cases  of  Syphilis  treated  either  in  the  Borough  or  in  out¬ 
side  institutions,  and  540  cases  of  Gonorrhoea.  The  full 
value  of  the  work  done  in  this  direction  will  become  more 
apparent  as  time  goes  on,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
an  enormous  amount  of  good  is  being  done. 

The  general  condition  of  the  property  in  the  Borough 
has  fallen  back  very  markedly  during  the  period  of  the 
War.  It  became  increasingly  difficult  to  get  repairs 
carried  out,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  War  it  was  impos¬ 
sible  to  get  anything  done.  Since  the  return  of  the 
Inspectors  and  the  Operatives,  a  very  great  deal  has  been 
done,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  details  given  in  the  body  of 
the  Report,  but  leaking  roofs  and  general  dilapidations 


are  still  far  too  common,  and  property  owners,  owing  to 
the  enormously  increased  cost  of  carrying  out  the  work, 
and  the  difficulty  of  actually  getting  the  work  done,  have 
shown  strong  disinclination  to  look  after  their  property  in 
the  efficient  manner  which  was  done  before  the  War. 

The  re-survey  of  the  Borough  under  the  Housing  and 
1  own  Planning  Act  has  been  steadily  carried  forward,  and 
the  results  are  shown  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  This 
second  survey  will  be  completed  in  the  current  year, 
when  I  hope  to  report  in  detail  on  the  results.

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SECTION  II. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Details  of  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
notified  are  given  in  Tables  1  and  2. 

The  usual  methods,  described  in  previous  reports,  for 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  these  diseases  were  con¬ 
tinued,  and,  in  addition,  special  attention  was  given  to 
the  cases  of  measles.  Each  case  was  visited  by  a  Health 
Visitor,  and,  where  necessary,  the  services  of  the  Nurses 
from  the  District  Nursing  Association  were  obtained,  the 
Health  Committee  paying  the  Association  for  these 
servrices.

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Influenza. 

One  Influenza  outbreak  occurred  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1919. 

The  epidemic  first  appeared  about  the  middle  of 
February  and  lasted  till  the  end  of  May,  and  was  of 
longer  duration  than  either  of  the  two  epidemics  in  the 
previous  year. 

A  study  of  the  Influenza  mortality  curve  shows  a 
gradual  rise  from  one  to  14  deaths  for  the  week  ending 
February  15th.  By  the  following  week-end,  no  fewer 
than  57  Influenza  deaths  had  been  recorded,  the  next 
two  weeks  97  and  120  deaths  were  recorded,  the  latter 
week  of  the  epidemic  proving  to  be  the  most  fatal,  and 
for  the  next  three  weeks  there  was  a  decided  fall  in  the 
number  of  deaths,  the  totals  being  70,  23,  and  14  for  the 
fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  weeks  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  gradually  decreased  during 
the  succeeding  five  weeks,  and  after  a  rise  from  one  to 
three  in  the  13th  week,  the  epidemic  practically  died 

out. 

Thus  the  epidemic  is  characterised  by  a  sudden  rise 
in  the  mortality  during  the  weeks  ending  February  22nd 
and  March  1st  and  8th,  reaching  its  acme  during  the  fourth 
week,  and  falling  almost  to  zero  by  the  twelfth  week  (i.e., 
the  week  ending  May  3rd).  , 

Age  Incidence. — The  heaviest  mortality  occurred  in 
the  age  group  25-35  years,  there  being  81  deaths  recorded. 

Next  in  order  came  age  groups  35-45  years,  and  45-55 
years,  there  being  62  and  58  deaths  respectively  in  these 
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groups  ;  thus,  as  in  the  1918  epidemics,  the  disease  took 
the  heaviest  toll  amongst  persons  between  the  ages  of 
25  and  55,  i.e.,  those  in  the  prime  of  life. 

Occupation. — Healthiness  or  otherwise  of  occupation 
had  apparently  little  connection  with  the  Influenza  death 
rate.  Out  of  182  male  deaths  occurring  in  the  epidemic, 
infants  head  the  list  with  38  deg^ths,  labourers  coming 
next  with  26  deaths.  Out  of  248  female  deaths,  149 
occurred  amongst  those  engaged  in  domestic  duties. 

Distribution  in  Wards.— Out  of  a  total  of  430 
deaths  occurring  in  the  epidemic,  17  deaths,  which  was 
the  lowest  number,  were  recorded  for  Albert  Park  Ward  ; 
on  the  other  hand  there  were  45  deaths  from  this  disease 
in  Hope  Ward  and  40  in  Ordsall  Ward. 

Complications. — The  chief  complications  occurring 
in  the  430  fatal  cases  in  the  first  epidemic  were  : — 

Pneumonia  in  62  per  cent. 

Bronchitis  in  16  per  cent. 

Other  Lung  Diseases  in  1  per  cent. 

Meningitis  in  0-9  per  cent.

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTION  TAKEN  BY  THE 
HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  DURING  THE  INFLUENZA 

OUTBREAK. 

Early  in  the  year  1919  the  following  leaflet  was 
issued  to  the  public  : — 

COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 


INFLUENZA. 


1.  The  golden  rule  is  to  keep  fit,  and  avoid  infection  as  much  as 
possible. 

2.  The  wav  to  keep  fit  is  to  cultivate  healthy  and  regular  habits, 
to  eat  good  food,  and  to  avoid  fatigue,  chill  and  alcoholism.  Healthy 
living  does  not  of  itself  ensure  against  attack,  but  it  makes  the  patient 
better  able  to  withstand  the  complications  which  kill. 

c 
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3.  The  early  symptoms  of  Influenza  are  usually  those  of  a  severe 
feverish  cold.  Though  the  actual  cause  of  the  disease  is  unknown, 
we  do  know  that  it  is  rapid  in  onset,  that  it  is  most  infectious  in  its 
early  stages,  and  that  it  is  spread  by  discharges  from  the  mouth  and 
nose,  and  that  it  kills  mainly  by  its  comphcations.  Every  person 

suffering  from  the  disease,  no  matter  how  mild  the  form,  is  a  danger  to 
others. 

4.  It  IS  not  always  possible  to  avoid  infection,  but  the  risks  can  be  ^ 
lessened  by — 

{a)  Healthy  living  ; 

{b)  Working  and  sleeping  in  well- ventilated  rooms  ; 

(c)  Avoiding  crowded  gatherings  and  close,  ill-ventilated 

rooms  ; 

(d)  Wearing  warm  clothing  ; 

(e)  Gargling  the  throat  and  washing  out  the  nostrils  ;* 

(/)  wearing  a  ^  mask  and  glasses  when  nursing  or  in 
attendance  on  a  person  suffering  from  Influenza. 

5.  Do  not  waste  money  on  drugs  in  the  false  hope  of  preventing 
infection. 

6.  Those  attacked  should — 

(а)  Go  home,  go  to  bed,  and  keep  warm  ; 

(б)  Call  in  a  doctor  ; 

(c)  Occupy,  if  possible,  a  separate  bedroom  or  a  bed  that  is 
screened  off  from  the  rest  of  the  room  ; 

(d)  When  coughing  or  sneezing  hold  a  handkerchief  in  front 

of  the  mouth  ;  the  handkerchief  should  be  boiled,  or 
burnt  if  of  paper  ; 

(e)  Use  a  gargle  as  described  ; 

(/)  Be  careful  during  convalescence  in  order  to  avoid  relapse 
or  complications  ; 

(g)  Avoid  meetings  and  places  of  entertainment  for  at  least 
one  week  after  the  temperature  has  become  normal.

The  Staff  has  consisted  of  two  full-time  and  one  part- 
time  Medical  Officers,  four  Nurses  and  three  Clerks. 
Particulars  of  the  cases  notified,  treated  at  the  Crossley 
Sanatorium,  Drinkwater  Park,  Ladywell  Sanatorium, 
and  at  the  Dispensary,  are  given  in  the  following  Tables  ; 
Table  2,  gives  the  period  elapsing  between  notification 
and  death  of  the  fatal  cases,  and  illustrates  one  of  the 
great  difficulties  of  preventive  work,  21  per  cent  being 
practically  not  notified  at  all. 

During  the  year  142  new  cases  of  discharged  tuber¬ 
culous  soldiers  and  282  old  cases  came  under  our  notice. 
Of  this  number  212  were  admitted  to  residential  institu¬ 
tions  as  follows  : —

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Report  of  the  Drinkwater  Park  Sanatorium  for 
the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1919, 

The  staff  consists  of  a  Resident  Medical  Officer,  Matron, 
four  Nurses,  Cook,  two  Kitchen-maids,  two  House-maids, 

2  Ward-maids,  Porter,  Gardener,  and  Farm  Bailiff. 

The  number  of  beds  available  for  treatment  of 
Phthisis  is  51,  and  during  the  year  the  waiting  list  was 
reduced  to  very  small  dimensions. 

Arrangements  have  been  concluded  for  the  treatment 
of  sporadic  cases  of  Small  Pox  at  the  Clayton  Vale  Hos¬ 
pital  of  the  Manchester  Corporation :  thus  in  the  absence  of 
a  serious  epidemic  of  this  disease,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  close  Drinkwater  Park  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis  cases 
in  order  to  isolate  occasional  cases  of  Small  Pox. 

The  Hospitff  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  intermediate 
cases  of  Phthisis.  Advanced  bed-fast  cases  cannot  be 
admitted  owing  to  the  unsuitability  of  the  hospital  for 
such  cases.  Accommodation  has  now  been  provided  at 
Lady  well  Sanatorium  for  the  treatment  of  advanced 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  there  being  now  48  beds  available 
for  males  only. 

The  appended  table  gives  the  details  of  the  work  of 
the  Hospital.

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MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT  FOR 
THE  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  3Ist,  1919. 


Ladywell  Sanatorium, 

A'pril  l5^,  1920. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  the  record  of  the 
work  done  at  Ladywell  Sanatorium  during  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1919. 

During  the  year  under  consideration,  1,399  cases  were 
under  treatment,  as  compared  with  793  in  1918,  and  with 
1447-2,  the  average  of  the  numbers  treated  in  the  five 
years  ended.  December  31st,  1919.  The  cases  treated 
were  :  Scarlet  fever,  795  ;  measles,  7  ;  enteric  fever,  26  ; 
diphtheria,  200  ;  erysipelas,  26  ;  puerperal  fever,  29  ; 
advanced  tuberculosis,  168  ;  and  “  other  diseases,  148. 
Three  hundred  and  eighty-four  (384)  of  the  cases  were 
from  out-districts,  as  compared  with  195  in  1918. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  (1,333) 
cases  were  admitted,  as  compared  with  691  in  1918,  and 
with  1325-2,  the  average  of  the  numbers  in  the  five  years 
ended  December  31st,  1918.  The  cases  admitted  were  : 
Scarlet  fever,  778  ;  measles,  7  ;  enteric  fever,  22  ; 
diptheria,  184  ;  erysipelas,  22  ;  puerperal  fever,  29  ; 
advanced  tuberculosis,  146  ;  and  ‘‘  other  diseases,”  145. 
Three  hundred  and  sixty- two  (362)  of  the  cases  admitted 
were  from  out-districts,  as  compared  with  180  in  1918. 
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One  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighteen  (1,118)  cases 
were  discharged,  namely,  669  of  scarlet  fever,  6  of  measles, 

21  of  enteric  fever,  160  of  diphtheria,  23  of  erysipelas, 
16  of  puerperal  fever,  91  of  advanced  tuberculosis,  and 
132  of  “  other  diseases.” 

/ 

Ninety-nine  of  the  cases  treated  proved  fatal,  namely, 

22  of  scarlet  fever,  4  of  enteric  fever,  16  of  diphtheria, 
2  of  erysipelas,  12  of  puerperal  fever,  30  of  advanced 
tuberculosis,  and  13  of  “  other  diseases.” 

There  were  remaining  in  hospital  on  December  31st, 
1919,  182  cases,  as  compared  with  66  on  the  corresponding 
date  in  1918,  and  with  88-0,  the  average  of  the  numbers 
on  the  corresponding  date  in  the  five  years  ended 
December  31st,  1919.  The  cases  remaining  were  :  104  of 
scarlet  fever,  1  of  measles,  1  of  enteric  fever,  24  of 
diphtheria,  1  of  erysipelas,  1  of  puerperal  fever,  47  of 
advanced  tuberculosis,  and  3  of  “  other  diseases.” 

The  term  “  other  diseases  ”  includes  cases  of  the 
following  diseases  Asthenia,  1  ;  bronchitis,  1  ;  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fever,  4  ;  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  (pneumococcal), 
2  ;  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  (tubercular),  2  ;  “  contacts,” 
2  ;  carriers  (diphtheria),  1  ;  eczema,  1  ;  enteritis,  1  ; 
gastritis,  2  ;  ill-defined,”  4  ;  influenza,  6  ;  larvngismus 
stridulous,  2  ;  laryngitis,  3  ;  malaria,  1  ;  mania  (acute), 

1  ;  meningitis,  1  ;  mumps,  2  ;  neurasthenia,  1  ;  nil,  12  ; 
pharyngitis,  12 ;  pneumonia,  3  ;  rhinorrhoea,  1  ; 
rheumatism,  1  ;  rotheln,  3 ;  simple  sore  throat,  3 ; 
tonsillitis,  72  ;  Vincent’s  angina,  2. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  under  treatment 
■during  the  year  was  125-24,  as  compared  with  57-6  in 
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the  year  ended  December  31st,  1918,  and  with  131-98, 
the  average  of  the  numbers  in  the  five  years  ended 
December  31st,  1918. 

I  am  pleased  to  he  able  to  report  that  during  the  year 
under  consideration  the  health  of  the  staff  has  been 
excellent.  Six  members  of  it  suffered  from  mild  attacks 
of  infectious  diseases.  All  made  excellent  recoveries.

On  December  29th,  an  interesting  little  ceremony  took 
place,  when,  in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  Mayor 
of  Salford,  Mr.  Councillor  A.  Williamson,  in  the  presence 
of  a  representative  gathering  of  gentlemen  connected 
with  the  Health,  Insurance  and  Tuberculosis  Committees, 
as  well  as  of  those  representing  the  various  Societies 
connected  with  ex-service  men,  declared  open  the 
Hecreation  Hall  which  the  Health  Committee  has 
established  for  the  use  of  patients  suffering  from  advanced 
tuberculosis.  The  Recreation  Hall  contains  a  full  sized 
billiard  table,  is  fitted  up  with  comfortable  settees,  chairs, 
and  card  tables,  and  is  well  supplied  with  games  chosen 
by  the  patients  themselves.  The  hall  is  very  much 
appreciated  by  those  for  whom  it  was  provided. 

By  December  31st,  1919,  all  those  members  of  the  Staff 
(with  three  exceptions)  who  had  served  in  His  Majesty’s 
Forces  during  the  war,  had  returned  to  duty.  The 
exceptions  are  Dr.  Duncan,  Resident  Medical  Officer, 
who,  as  I  reported  in  a  previous  report  was,  to  the  deep 
regret  of  all  who  knew  him,  killed  in  action  in 
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Mesopotamia,  and  Sisters  Heggie  and  Raynor,  who 
accepted  other  appointments  after  demobilisation.

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF 


The  year  1919  saw  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the 
scope  of  medical  inspection,  which  during  the  war  had 
been  reduced  to  a  bare  minimum,  and  practically  con¬ 
fined  to  the  examination  and  treatment  at  the  School 
Clinic  of  ailing  children,  selected  by  the  School  Nurses 
on  their  visits  to  the  schools. 

During  the  previous  year  1918,  the  actual  work  of 
medical  inspection  had  been  carried  on  by  a  skeleton  staff 
consisting  of  : — 

One  half-time  Medical  Inspector. 

One  whole-time  Dentist. 

Five  whole-time  School  Nurses. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  1919,  the  staff  had  been 
augmented  so  as  to  include  : — 


Three  Avhol e-time  Medical  Inspectors. 
One  half-time  Eye  Specialist. 

One  wfiole-time  School  Dentist. 

Nine  whole-time  School  Nurses. 
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The  additional  School  Medical  Inspectors  were 
aj^pointed  on  the  following  dates  : — 

Dr.  Fleming,  half-time  January  4th,  1919  ;  whole¬ 
time  July  1st  ;  transferred  to  Tuberculosis 
Depart  nent,  November  1st,  1919. 

Dr.  H.  Heathcote,  May  1st,  1919.

Dr.  Carden  (in  place  of  Dr.  Fleming),  November  1st, 
1919.

T]  e  total  number  of  Clerks  employed  on  medical  work 
amounted  to  nine. 

It  has  thus  been  possible  to  recommence  the  worl^  of 
routine  medical  inspection  in  the  schools,  children  of  five 
years  of  age  (entrants),  eight  years  and  twelve  years  of 
age  being  examined  in  the  schools  by  the  Medical 
Inspectors. 

As  the  total  number  of  these  children  examined  in 
the  schools  during  the  year  amounted  to  over  6,000,  and 
each  age  group  in  the  Borough  roughly  totals  4,000,  it 
Avill  be  seen  that  over  half  the  number  of  “  Code 
children  ”  were  submitted  to  routine  medical  inspection 
in  spite  of  the  necessarily  delayed  start. 

Again,  owing  to  the  increase  in  the  staff  of  School 
Nurses,  there  has  been  a  vast  increase  in  the  number  of 
‘‘  cleanliness  inspections  ”  in  the  schools. 
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The  Nurses  have  been  able  to  visit  praetically  all  the 
schools  in  the  Borough  on  three  separate  occasions  during 
'  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  cleanliness  inspection,  and  the 
•  results  of  this  increased  activity  have  been  very  gratifying, 
and  show  a  great  falling  off  in  the  prevalence  of 
Pediculosis. 

Again,  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic,  the  number  of 
new  cases  treated  and  the  total  number  of  attendances 
exceed  the  previous  year’s  figures  by  over  50  per  cent. 

Finally,  during  the  year  under  consideration,  negotia¬ 
tions  have  been  in  progress  for  the  institution  of  a  second 
Open-Air  Day  School,  for  a  second  School  Clinic  situated 
in  the  north  of  the  Borough,  for  the  institution  of  a  Day 
School  for  partially  blind  children,  and  for  the  surgical 
treatment  of  cases  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  at  the  Salford 
Royal  Hospital. 

Summary  of  Examinations. 

During  the  year  1919,  23,091  examinations  were 
conducted  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Education 
Committee.

At  several  schools  there  were  outbreaks  of  sore 
throat  or  scarlet  fever,  which  necessitated,  over  a 
period  of  time  which  varied  in  different  circum¬ 
stances,  special  daily  visits  of  the  medical  staff,  at  which 
the  whole  of  the  scholars  in  the  school  were  examined 
for  the  special  purpose  of  ascertaining  their  freedom 
from  infection.  These  examinations  have  not  been 
included  in  the  preceding  figures,  as  no  account  was 
taken  of  the  number  of  children  examined,  and  the 
examinations  themselves  were  necessarily  limited  to  the 
one  object  in  view,  and  no  unnecessary  time  was  spent 
over  them. 

(A)  Routine  Medical  Inspection  in  the  Schools  by 

THE  Medical  Inspectors. 

The  arrangements  for  routine  medical  inspection  are 
as  follows  : — 

Each  school  is  notified  some  weeks  in  advance  of 
medical  inspection,  the  Head  Teacher  receiving  a  form 
requesting  a  return  of  the  num^bers  of  children  of  the  three 
Code  Groups  on  the  Register.  A  further  notification  of 
the  actual  date  of  inspection  is  later  forwarded  to  the 
teaclier,  the  notification  being  accompanied  by  printed 
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forms  for  the  invitation  of  parents  to  be  present  at  the 
inspection.  These  invitation  forms  give  the  hour  as  well 
as  the  date  of  inspection,  and  so  obviate  unnecessary 
waiting  of  parents  on  the  school  premises. 

At  each  inspection  the  Medical  Officer  has  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  a  School  Nurse  and  girl  clerk. 

The  School  Nurse  weighs  and  measures  the  children, 
tests  vision  with  the  ordinary  types,  and  loosens  the 
child’s  clothing  for  the  doctor. 

The  clerk  enters  all  details  of  medical  inspection  on 
the  cards  and  at  the  same  time  fills  in  the  ‘‘  long  sheet  ” 
summaries. 

It  is  found  that  the  assistance  of  the  clerk  at  the  inspec¬ 
tion  greatly  economises  the  Medical  Officer’s  time  and 
allows  of  greater  concentration  in  the  actual  work  of 
medical  examination,  and  that  at  least  25  per  cent  more 
cases  can  be  examined  in  the  schools  with  less  effort  with 
such  assistance. 

Parents  present  at  the  inspection  are,  of  course, 
notified  directly  of  any  defect  discovered,  and  they  are 
advised  as  to  the  necessary  treatment.  Parents  absent 
at  the  time  of  medical  inspection  are 
presence  of  defects  and  desirability  of  treatment  by  means 
of  printed  forms.  These  forms  are  issued  in  triplicate, 
one  being  delivered  to  th^  parent,  another  handed  to  the 
Attendance  Officer  for  the  purpose  of  following  up,  and 
the  third  retained  at  the  office  for  reference. 

However,  the  work  of  following  up  by  Attendance 
Officers  has  now  been  replaced  by  re-examination  of  such 
cases  by  the  Medical  Inspector  at  the  Inspection  Clinic. 
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(B)  Inspection  in  the  Schools  by  Nurses. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  School  Nurse 
is  to  visit  the  schools  for  the  purpose  of  cleanliness 
inspection.” 

On  such  occasions  the  whole  of  the  children  in  attend- 
ouice  at  a  given  school  are  submitted  to  inspection  by 
the  School  Nurse,  all  heads  being  rapidly  examined  for 
Pediculosis,  and  in  suspected  cases  the  bodies  also.  A 
classification  of  the  children’s  heads  is  made  : — ^ 

.  A. — Signifying  freedom  from  vermin  or  nits. 

B. — The  presence  of  a  few  nits  only. 

— The  presence  of  a  large  number  of  nits  or  live 
vermin. 

Class  B  children  are  given  marked  cards  with  warning 
and  instructions,  but  are  not  excluded  from  school. 

Class  C  children  are  given  marked  cards  and  are  also 
excluded  from  school  for  24  hours,  when  they  are 
re-examined  by  the  Nurse.  In  the  latter  case  if  it  is 
found  that  the  warning  has  been  neglected,  verminous 
notices  are  issued  and  the  case  dealt  with  according  to 

Section  122  of  the  Children’s  Act,  1908. 

« 

At  the  present  time  the  aim  is  to  submit  every  school 
in  the  Borough  to  cleanliness  inspection  ”  three  times 
during  the  year.  This  means,  in  practice,  the  inspection 
of  every  school  for  this  purpose  during  the  period — 

{a)  From  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  Easter  ; 

(b)  from  Easter  to  the  Midsummer  Holidays  ; 

ic)  from  the  Midsummer  Holidays  to  the  end  of  the 
year. 
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This  aim  has  practically  been  aceomplished  during 
the  past  year,  when  90,130  cleanliness  inspections  were 
carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses. 

The  results  are  more  than  gratifying,  and  the  following 
table  speaks  for  itself  : —

The  corresponding  figures  for  the  boys  also  indicate 
progressive  improvement. 

Subsequent  to  the  visits  of  the  Nurses  to  the  schools 
for  cleanliness  inspection,  the  schools  are  notified  of  the 
results  of  such  inspection,  and  a .  notice  is  posted  up 
showing  the  number  of  children  classified  A,  B,  and  C. 
This  procedure  is  believed  to  have  a  stimulating  effect. 
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In  addition  to  periodical  visits  for  “  cleanliness  inspec¬ 
tion,”  special  visits  are  paid  by  the  Nurses  at  the  request 
of  the  teacher  for  the  specific  purpose  of  examining 
children  suspected  of  harbouring  vermin  or  of  suffering 
from  contagious  skin  disease,  &c. 

Again,  the  Nurses  visit  schools  during  epidemic  out¬ 
break,  and  in  this  connection  the  Nurse  with  special  fever 
training  and  experienced  in  throat  examinations  is  useful. 

{C)  The  Inspection  Clinic. 

Two  Medical  Officers  now  attend  each  afternoon,  and 

* 

one  Medical  Officer  each  morning,  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  “  special  cases.”  These  include — 

(1)  Cases  referred  by  the  Medical  Officers  themselves 

in  the  course  of  routine  medical  inspection  in 
the  schools. 

(2)  Cases  referred  by  School  Nurses  from  the  schools. 

(3)  Cases  referred  by  School  Teachers. 

(4)  Cases  referred  by  the  Attendance  Officers. 

(5)  Cases  in  which  medical  examination  is  requested 

by  tlie  parents. 

As  the  number  of  “  specials  ”  referred  from  the  above 
sources  is  constantly  increasing  it  is  necessary  to  issue  a 
fixed  number  of  invitations  for  each  session,  the  number 
varying  according  to  the  type  of  case,  otherwise  the 
Medical  Officers  would  be  overwhelmed  on  some  occasions. 

The  Inspection  Clinic  serves  a  number  of  purposes. 

m 

First  of  all,  it  serves  as  a  clearing  house  for  children 
referred  from  different  sources.  For  instance,  cases  witli 
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defects  are  advised  as  to  the  necessity  for  treatment,  and 
are  sent  to  the  family  doctor  where  such  exists.  Other¬ 
wise,  cases  are  sent  to  one  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals, 
or  are  dealt  with  under  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme  : 
needy  cases  requiring  operation  are  referred  to  hospital, 
minor  ailments  are  sent  to  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic, 
oral  sepsis  to  the  Dental  Clinic,  visual  defects  to  the 
Eye  Clinic,  and  scalp  ringworm  to  the  X-ray  Clinic. 

Secondly,  the  Inspection  Clinic  serves  as  a  Court  of 
Appeal  for  children  booked  by  the  Attendance  Officer  for 
absence  from  school  on  the  grounds  of  alleged  ill-health. 

Tliirdly,  it  plays  a  great  part  in  the  “  following  up  ” 
of  cases  referred  for  treatment,  especially  where  such  is 
not  obtained  under  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme,  invita¬ 
tion  to  attend  the  Inspection  Clinic  for  re-examination 
being  issued  a  certain  period  after  the  recommendation 
for  treatment.  Here  the  “  following  up  ”  is  done  by 
the  Medical  Officer  himself. 

Fourthly,  the  Inspection  Clinic  serves  for  the  examina¬ 
tion  and  grading  of  exceptional  children  such  as  mentally 
defective.- 

Fifthly,  it  serves  as  a  discharging  centre  for  cases 
previously  excluded  on  medical  grounds.  For  instance, 
no  case  of  scalp  ringworm  once  excluded  from  school  may 
be  re-admitted  until  officially  discharged  and  certified 
“  fit  for  school  ”  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  1919  the  total  number  of  children 
examined  at  the  Inspection  Clinic  was  12,157.

(D)  Method  of  Dealing  with  Defects  and 
Following  Up. 

A  number  of  defects  requiring  treatment  are  dealt 
with  under  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme.  This 
includes — (1)  The  treatment  of  minor  ailments  at  the 
School  Clinic.  (2)  The  treatment  of  scalp  ringworm  at 
the  X-ray  Clinic.  (3)  The  treatment  of  dental  defects 
at  the  Dental  Clinic.  (4)  The  treatment  of  visual  defects 
at  the  Eye  Clinic. 


(1)  The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic. 

During  the  past  year  3,868  new  cases  were  treated  at 
the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic,  and  the  attendances  of 
patients  totalled  22,890.  The  cases  which  received  treat¬ 
ment  were  those  who  would  otherwise  have  received  little 
or  no  attention,  such  as  chronic  ear  discharge,  chronic 
nasal  discharge,  often  accompanied  by  impaired  hearing  ; 
skin  diseases  such  as  tinea,  alopecia,  eczema,  impetigo, 
sores,  and  septic  conditions,  and  such  common  external 
eye  diseases  as  conjunctivitis  and  blepharitis. 

It  is  found  that  the  great  majority  of  these  cases 
rapidly  improve  under  thorough  treatment,  and  as  a  rule^ 
even  the  bad  cases  are  soon  able  to  resume  school. 

The  treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses 
under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

Two  School  Nurses  attend  the  Clinic  each  morning. 

All  cases  attending  the  Clinic  are  first  examined  either 
at  the  Inspection  Clinic  or  at  school  by  the  Medical

Officers,  who  issue  cards  authorising  the  child’s  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  Treatment  Clinic. 

The  cards  show  the  doctor’s  diagnosis  and  instructions 
for  treatment,  and  the  time  of  attendance  is  stamped 
thereon  for  the  information  of  the  teacher.  No  child  is 
treated  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  unless  first  authorised 
and  given  a  card  by  the  Medical  Officer,  otherwise  the 
Nurses  would  be  quickly  overwhelmed. 

The  present  Clinic  serves  very  well  for  the  population 
of  South  Salford,  but  the  need  is  felt  for  a  similar  Clinic 
in  the  north  part  of  the  Borough.  As  already  mentioned, 
negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  acquisition  of  such 
a  Clinic.

The  X-Ray  Clinic. 

The  very  efficient  X-ray  apparatus  for  the  treatment 
of  ringworm  was  installed  early  in  the  year  1913. 

From  the  beginning  this  Clinic  has  been  highly  success- 
•  ful  in  coping  witu  the  large  amount  of  scalp  ringworm  of 
an  obstinate  type,  formerly  prevalent  in  the  Borough. 

It  was  generally  found  necessary  to  epilate  the  whole 
scalp  in  each  case  according  to  the  five-exposure  method 
of  Kienbock.  By  this  method  the  whole  of  the  scalp  is 
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exposed  at  one  sitting  of  approximately  two  hours,  epila¬ 
tion  being  complete  by  about  the  end  of  the  third  week. 

After  X-ray  application  children  are  allowed  to  return 
to  school,  wearing  a  cap,  as  soon  as  epilation  is  complete 
and  no  ringworm  stumps  remain  in  the  scalp. 

A  nominal  charge  of  2s.  6d.  per  child  treated  is  made 
to  the  parent. 

The  Dental  Clinic. 

The  School  Dentist,  Mr.  Mallinson,  as  in  previous 
years,  devoted  most  of  his  time  to  conservative  dental 
treatment  of  the  first  permanent  teeth  (six-year-old 
molars).  Actual  dental  inspection  in  the  schools  was 
carried  out  on  two  mornings  per  week,  the  remainder  of 
the  week  being  occupied  with  the  treatment  of  defects 
found  in  the  course  of  this  inspection. 

The  work  of  the  School  Dentist  in  the  Clinic  has  been 
facilitated  by  the  installation  of  an  electrically-driven 
dental  engine  in  place  of  the  treadle  machine. 

The  attendance  of  the  children  at  the  Clinic  has  been 
extremely  good,  very  few  of  them  failing  to  keep  their 
appointments. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  invited  for  conservative  treat¬ 
ment  (fillings,  &c.),  1,407  “casual”  cases  were  treated, 
as  compared  with  1,161  the  previous  year. 

Altogether  2,497  children  were  treated  at  the  Dental 
Clinic.  There  were  2,627  extractions  of  teeth,  1,117 
fillings,  92  dressings,  and  182  scalings. 

The  appended  table  shows  in  detail  the  work  carried 
out  during  the  year  1919  : —

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The  Refraction  Clinic. 

The  treatment  of  visual  defects,  which,  owing  to  the 
;  great  depletion  of  staff,  had  seriously  lapsed  during  the 
;  war,  was  again  taken  in  hand  by  the  appointment  of  Dr. 

I  Meynell  as  Half-time  Ophthalmic  Officer,  Dr.  Meynell, 
undaunted  by  the  accumulation  of  work,  energetically 
set  about  reducing  the  arrears  on  taking  up  his  appoint¬ 
ment  on  September  1st. 

During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  Dr.  Bradley  kindly  • 
continued  to  render  such  voluntary  assistance  as  was  ' 
within  the  power  of  so  busy  a  practitioner.  But  for  Dr. 
Bradley’s  kind  help,  this  branch  of  the  work  would  have 
fallen  through  entirely  during  the  greater  period  of  tho 
war. 

Dr.  Meynell’s  Report  is  herewith  appended  : — 

Education  Office, 

Chapel  Street,  Salford. 

The  Ophthalmic  work  of  the  School  Medical  Department  has^ 
been  hampered  somewhat  during  the  past  year  by  a  large  accumu¬ 
lation  of  arrears,  which  grew  during  the  war.  This  was  to  be  expected 
from  the  depletion  of  staff  contingent  on  over  four  years  of  hostilities. 

In  September  there  were  about  1,000  cases  awaiting  attention,, 
and  this  number  did  not  represent  the  full  waiting  list  ;  for  the 
medical  inspection  of  schools  had,  during  the  war,  been  carried  on 
under  difficulties,  and,  as  the  results  of  school  medical  inspection 
furnish  the  chief  data  on  which  Ophthalmic  lists  are  compiled,  this 
list  of  1,000  was  anything  but  complete.  Additions  to  the  waiting 
list  have  been  coming  in  with  consistent  regularity,  now  that  school 
inspections  have  been  amplified,  so  that  in  spite  of  650  having  been 
attended  to  during  the  past  four  months,  there  is  still  a  list  of  about 
1 .000  waiting  future  attention. 
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Most  cases  are  referred  to  the  Clinic  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
or  the  Nurse.  But  parents  are  now  availing  themselves  in  increasing 
numbers  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Clinic  for  Ophthalmic 
examination. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Clinic  to  see  each  child  three  times.  On  the 
first  visit  the  visual  acuity  is  taken,  and  should  that  fall  below  the 
standard  considered  necessary  for  educational  purposes,  a  mydriatic 
is  instilled,  the  eye  examined  and  the  refraction  estimated  by 
retinoscopy.  A  week  afterwards  the  child  is  again  put  up  to  the 
test  type  with  the  estimated  correction,  and  from  the  result  glasses 
are  ordered,  if  considered  beneficial.  The  parents,  who  usually 
accompany  the  child,  are  then  invited  to  attend  again  after  the  child 
has  worn  the  glasses  for  a  time.  Out  of  the  650  cases,  it  has  been 

necessary  on  only  two  occasions  to  vary  the  original  prescription. 

* 

The  cost  of  glasses  is  so  low,  that  it  is  only  the  very  poor  that 
cannot  afford  to  purchase  them.  In  the  latter  case  spectacles  are 
provided  free.  I  am  pleased  to  add  that,  at  present,  glasses  are 
being  supplied  without  loss  to  the  Committee. 

With  regard  to  the  cases  showing  visual  defect  connected  with 
preventable  antecedent  disease,  155  cases  of  Strabismus  and  29  cases 
of  Nebulai  of  the  Cornea  make  up  the  total.  Of  the  other  occular 
diseases  many  were  no  doubt  preventable,  but  the  lack  of  certainty 
about  their  Clinical  histories  makes  it  unjustifiable  to  include  them 

m  the  list. 

Strabismus  is  being  dealt  with  by  the  early  refraction  of  potential 
sufferers.  Corneal  Nebulae,  many  oases  of  which  were  traced  to 
Measles,  is  not  amenable  to  prophylaxis  by  this  Clinic.  It  might  be 
well  to  refer  all  convalescents  from  this  disease  to  the  Clinic  before 
permitting  them  to  resume  school  attendance. 

The  educational  treatment  of  the  blind  child  is  now  under  con- 
sideration. 

No  visits  to  schools  have  been  paid  by  the  Ophthalmic  Officer, 
as  it  was  considered  that  the  large  waiting  list  of  visual  defectives 

claimed  the  prior  attention.

Inspection  by  School  Dentist. 

The  School  Dentist  on  visiting  the  schools,  inspects 
the  teeth  of  all  the  children  aged  six,  seven,  and  eight 
years.  All  children  examined  last  year  have  been  followed 
up,  and  include  a  number  of  9 -year-old  children.  The 
following  tables  show  {(i)  the  number  of  sound  and 
decayed  teeth  (both  temporary  and  permanent)  and  (b)' 
the  actual  state  of  the  teeth  and  gums,  and  the  grinding 
capacity,  of  the  children  examined  by  the  School 
Dentist  : —

examined  by  the  School  Dentist,  the  number  and  per¬ 
centage  of  children  to  whom  treatment  was  recommended, 
and  the  number  and  percentage  of  those  whose  parents 
wrote  accepting  treatment.

Heart  and  Circulation. 

In  all  well-marked  cases  of  heart  disease,  the  parents 
were  interviewed  and  warned  of  the  defect,  and  the 
children  were  referred  for  further  examination  in  three 
months’  time.  The  teachers  were  also  warned  of  such 
defect  and  advised  as  to  the  child’s  fitness  for  drill  or 
otherwise. 

Lungs. 

Amongst  the  inspection  cases  there  were  72  of 
tuberculosis,  and  361  of  suspected  tuberculosis.  At  the 
same  time  there  were  very  few  advanced  cases  of  phthisis,  * 
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the  majority  being  in  the  early  stage,  the  affection 
being  probably  chiefly  confined  to  the  bronchial  or 
mediastinal  lymphatic  glands  and  giving  rise  to  indefinite 
physical  signs,  although  the  children  were  obviously 
suffering  from  the  effects  of  toxic  absorption,  such  as 
languor,  anorexia,  loss  of  flesh,  night  sweats,  etc.  The 
majority  of  such  children  are  adversely  affected  by  com¬ 
pulsory  attendance  at  an  ordinary  school. 


Skin  Diseases. 

Ringworm.— Cases  of  Ringworm  are  notified  by 
Teachers  and  Attendance  Officers,  as  well  as  by  the 
Medical  Inspection  Staff.  All  cases  are  invited  to 
attend  periodically  at  the  centre  for  inspection,  and  no 
child  who  has  been  known  to  have  had  ringworm  is 
allowed  to  return  to  school  without  a  certificate  from 
the  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  1919,  256  new  cases  of  scalp  ring¬ 
worm  and  242  new  cases  of  body  ringworm  have  been 
under  supervision  at  the  inspection  clinic,  and  the  total 
number  of  examinations  in  these  cases  amounted  to 

1,506. 

X-rays  have  been  administered  to  78  cases  of  scalp 
ringworm,  of  which  51  cases  were  certified  fit  at  the  end 
of  December.  Of  the  above  51  cases  it  was  necessary  to 
epilate  the  whole  scalp  by  Kienbcck’s  method  in  38  cases, 
one  patch  in  eight  cases,  two  patches  in  one  case,  while 
four  cases  required  re-exposure. 

The  children  were  fit  to  return  to  school  again,  on  the 
average,  five  weeks  after  the  application  of  the  Rays. 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  125  cases  cured  without  the 
.  application  of  X-rays  were  only  fit  to  return  to  school  on 
the  average  29*32  weeks  after  the  commencement  of 
treatment,  some  cases  taking  as  long  as  two  years,  and 
the  large  majority  several  months. 

It  may  be  too  much  to  hope  that  the  disease  will 
ever  be  entirely  eradicated,  but  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  with  the  help  of  X-ray  treatment  the  number  of  case 
will  in  a  few  years  be  negligible. 

Alopecia.  There  have  been  198  new  cases  under 
supervision  at  the  inspection  centre,  with  a  total  of 
736  examinations. 

The  practice  of  exclusion  of  these  casets  until  dis- 
appearance  of  alopecia  stumps  and  appearance  of  new 

hair  growth  over  the  affected  patches  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  . 

Eczema  and  Impetigo  and  Sores. — The  number  of 
new  cases  of  these  diseases  under  observation  during  the 

past  year  was  2,097,  and  the  number  of  examinations 
2,830. 

A  large  number  of  such  cases  are  now  being  dealt 
with  very  successfully  at  the  school  clinic,  and  many 
obstinate  cases  of  impetigo  are  returned  to  school  after 
a  few  days’  treatment. 

Scabies. — This  disease  is  still  very  prevalent.  There 
were  670  cases  under  supervision  and  1,370  examinations. 
Cases  are  now  treated  daily  by  the  School  Nurses  at  the 
Mode  Wheel  Disinfecting  Station,  and  the  children  are 
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first  given  a  warm  bath,*  after  which  the  appropriate 
remedies  are  applied.  It  is  found  that  this  treatment 
very  considerably  shortens  the  duration  of  the  disease. 

Infectious  Disease. 

A  system  of  notification  is  in  force  whereby  the 
Head  Teachers  forward  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
particulars  of  the  cause  of  absence  from  sickness  of 
children  attending  their  schools.  These  returns  are  sent 
in  weekly,  and  are  classified  in  the  following  table  : —

A  comparison  with  the  returns  for  the  preceding  year 
shows  an  increased  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases, 
especially  in  the  case  of  measles. 


Treatment  of  Defects  in  School  Children. 

Where  medical  inspection  reveals  defects  calling  for 
treatment,  parents  are  notified  of  the  same. 

Parents  are  never  advised  to  take  their  children  to 
the  Hospital,  unless  they  state  definitely  they  cannot 
afford  private  medical  treatment. 
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The  conditions  for  which  treatment  is  undertaken 
by  the  Local  Authority  are  : — 

(1)  Visual  defects.' 

(2)  Ringworm. 

(3)  Minor  ailments,  such  as  running  ears,  chronic 

nasal  catarrh,  impetigo,  &c. 

(4)  Tuberculosis. 

(5)  Dental  disease. 

These  are  described  under  their  respective  headings. 

Swimming  Instruction. 

During  the  season  just  closed,  eleven  Swimming 
Instructors  were  appointed  for  boys  and  four  for  girls, 
and  the  number  of  attendances  of  children  during  school 
hours  at  the  several  baths 'was  22^574  in  the  case  of  boys, 
and  19,336  in  the  case  of  girls,  making  a  total  of  41,910, 
as  compared  with  50,569,  in  the  previous  year.  Reports 
were  received  from  the  Instructors  that,  of  the  children 
attending  the  baths,  1,239  boys  and  576  girls  proved 
themselves  able  to  swim. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  children  to  learn  swimming, 
the  Baths  Committee  have  continued  the  arrangement 
under  which  a  free  season  ticket  for  the  ensuing  year  is 
given  to  each  scholar  who,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
season,  is  unable  to  swim  more  than  ten  yards,  and  who 
at  the  end  of  the  season  has  proved  himself  able  to  swim 
one  length  of  the  bath.  Certificates  of  proficiency  are 
also  awarded  by  the  Education  Committee,  after  an 
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examination  conducted  by  a  Committee  of  Head  Teachers. 
The  number  of  such  certificates  gained  during  the  past 
season  was  1,265,  compared  with  1,179  for  the  previous 
year. 

General. 

The  schools  were  regularly  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  who  have  paid  altogether  516  visits.  Im¬ 
provement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  outside  offices, 
yards,  &c.,  has  been  maintained. 

37  schools  have  been  disinfected  during  the  year 
for  certain  special  diseases,  i,e.,  29  for  influenza  during 
epidemic  in  early  part  of  year,  and  the  remainder  for 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  and  measles. 

Open-air  School. 

This  Day  School  was  opened  on  the  28th  August,  1916,. 
in  the  open  shed  and  premises  in  the  David  Lewis  Recrea¬ 
tion  Ground.  The  children  admitted  were  selected,  after 
examination  by  the  medical  staff,  from  the  number  who 
were  excluded  from  the  ordinary  elementary  schools  by 
reason  of  their  being  ailing  or  delicate. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  head  teacher  with  two  assis¬ 
tants.  The  School  Nurse  attends  every  Monday,  when 
the  children  are  weighed  ;  the  Medical  Inspector  also 
visits  the  school  every  week.  The  children  attend  each 
week  day  except  Saturday,  those  from  a  distance 
coming  by  tramcar.  Three  meals  are  provided — break¬ 
fast,  dinner,  and  tea,  for  which  a  maximum  charge  of 
6d.  per  day  is  made.

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SECTION  IV. 

VETERINARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


Diseases  of  Animals  Order,  1904,  1910. 

Swine  Fever. — Two  outbreaks  of  this  disease  were 
dealt  with  during  the  year  1919.  They  both  occurred 
in  animals  brought  for  slaughter  to  a  private  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  Borough,  and  were  discovered  in  the  daily 
routine  inspection  of  carcases  on  these  premises. 

The  first  case  was  in  May  and  was  a  sow  sent  by  a 
pig  keeper  in  a  neighbouring  Borough. 

The  second  case  occurred  in  July,  and  was  discovered 
in  a  consignment  of  56  pigs  sent  on  four  successive  days 
from  Cheshire  ;  out  of  these  21  were  found  to  be  diseased. 

In  each  case  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
were  at  once  notified.  Subsequent  inquiries  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  confirmed  the 
diagnosis. 

The  carcases  of  the  diseased  animals  were  destroyed. 
Disinfection  of  the  slaughterhouse,  laii,  floats,  &c.,  was 
carried  out  as  required  by  the  Swine  Fever  Order  of  1908. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  against  the  owner  of  the  56  pigs. 
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The  case  was  dismissed  as  the  Bench  were  of  the  opinion 
that  he  had  used  reasonable  diligence  and  could  not  have 
known  that- the  pigs  were  diseased.

Parasitic  Mange.

Sixteen  outbreaks  of  this  disease  amongst  horses  have 
been  dealt  with  during  the  year  1919. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  horses  were  inspected  and 
18  found  to  be  affected.  Two  of  these  were  slaughtered, 
by  the  owners,  not  being  considered  worth  treatment. 

Thorough  disinfection  of  the  stable,  harness,  &c., 
was  carried  out  in  each  case,  and  the  measures  adopted 

appear  to  have  been  satisfactory,  no  recurrent  out-breaks 
having  occurred. 
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Rabies. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  brought  into  force  the 
Rabies  Order,  1919,  on  the  1st  May,  1919. 

Under  this  Order  all  animals  suspected  of  rabies  are 
to  be  slaughtered  and  a  post-mortem  examination  made 
by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Immediately  after  this  Order  was  introduced  a  large 
number  of  dogs  were  reported  to  the  Borough  Police  as 
being  suspected  of  rabies. 

Acting  upon  instruction  given  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture’s  ’  Inspectors  these  animals  were  all 
slaughtered.  Later, 'however,  this  procedure  was  altered  ; 
at  present  any  suspected  animal  is  detained  by  the  police 
for  inspection  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  and  slaughter 
is  not  carried  out  unless  rabies  is  suspected  by  liim. 

During  the  period  1st  May  to  the  end  of  the  year  98 
dogs  and  six  cats  were  detained  as  suspected,  but  in  no 
ease  was  there  any  clinical  evidence  of  the  disease. 

Cattle  Wlarket. 

During  the  year  this  Market  has  ceased  to  be  an  open 
market  but  has  been  used  daily  as  a  grading  and  allocation 
station  for  live  stock  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Daily  inspection  of  the  animals  has  been  carried  out, 
but  no  case  of  scheduled  disease  was  discovered  or 
reported.  The  number  of  animals  passing  through  during 
1919  is  as  follows  : —

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Railway  Cattle  Docks. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  made  each  week  to  the  two 
Railway  Cattle  Docks  and  inspections  made  under  the 
powers  of  the  Animals  (Transit  and  General)  Order,  1895. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  one  company 
for  an  offence  against  this  Order,  and  a  penalty  of  £6 
was  imposed. 

The  amount  of  diseased  and  unsound  food  dealt  with 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  1875  and  1890,  during 
the  year  1919  is  summarised  in  the  following  tables. 

In  these  tables  the  term  seizure  includes  all  cases 
where  diseased  or  unsound  food  was  discovered  in  the 
course  of  routine  inspection  and  was  surrendered  by  the 
owners  thereof,  and  also  where  inspection  was  requested 
by  the  owners  of  diseased  carcases,  &c. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  percentage  of  pigs  found 
to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  during  routine  inspection 
of  carcases.

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  twelve  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough — eleven  being  licensed  annually  and  one  regis¬ 
tered.  Three  of  these  are  used  solely  for  the  slaughtering 
of  pigs,  and  have  been  in  use  practically  continuously 
throughout  the  year  :  of  the  remaining  nine  slaughter¬ 
houses  only  one  has  been  in  regular  use  :  the  occupier  of 
this  slaughterhouse  obtained  a  ‘‘  live  permit  ”  under  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  and  a  number  of  butchers  in  his 
immediate  neighbourhood  combined  with  him.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  occupiers  of  another  slaughter¬ 
house  began  to  use  their  premises  for  the  slaughter  of 
pigs. 
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The  number  of  visits  made  to  these  slaughterhouses 
and  carcases  inspected  is  as  follows  : —

In  addition  to  the  private  slaughterhouses,  there  are 
three  public  slaughtering  booths  at  the  Cattle  Market, 
one  of  these  has  been  used  solely  for  the  slaughter  of 
horses. 

Daily  visits  are  made  to  these  premises.  The  number 
of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  past  year  being  : —

Horae  Beef. 

There  are  four  shops  in  the  Borough  where  horse  beef 
is  sold  :  the  trade  in  this  food  has  fallen  off  very  materially 
during  the  latter  portion  of  the  year,  and  the  large  number 
of  horses  slaughtered  in  the  public  slaughterhouse  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  many  horses  were  slaughtered  for  export. 

These  carcases  were  exported  to  Belgium  in  sides  with 
the  lungs  and  head  attached  :  the  reason  for  these  parts 
being  left  attached  to  the  carcases  was  in  order  to  con¬ 
form  to  their  regulations  regarding  the  importation  of 
meat. 
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The  horses  slaughtered  have  been  found  very  free 
from  disease  ;  no  case  of  glanders  was  discovered,  and 
the  only  disease  found  was  evidences  of  a  parasitic 
infection  of  the  liver. 

Cowsheds. 

There  are  six  cowkeepers  in  the  Borough,  with 
accommodation  for  186  cows  in  13  shippons. 

The  total  number  of  cows  kept  has  only  averaged 
100.  .  Local  cowkeeping  is  thus  on  the  decline,  the  reason 
being  due  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  concentrated 
food  stuffs,  high  price  of  cows  and  the  increased  cost  of 
labour. 

During  the  first  visit  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  in 
May  (after  release  from  military  service)  in  one  cowshed 
there  were  discovered  one  cow  with  a  tuberculous  udder 
and  a  cow  affected  with  actinomycosis  of  the  head  in  an 
advanced  stage. 

The  cow  supplying  tuberculous  milk  was  obviously 
a  danger  to  the  public.  Actinomycosis  is  a  disease 
communicable  to  man,  and  such  a  diseased  animal  was 
certainly  unfit  to  be  kept  along  with  other  dairy  cows. 
Both  these  animals  were  removed  for  immediate 
slaughter. 

Thirty-four  inspections  of  these  premises  have  been 
made,  and  with  the  two  exceptions  mentioned,  the  cattle 
have  been  found  to  be  healthy  and  in  good  condition. 

Tuberculous  Milk. 

The  work  carried  out  under  the  Milk  Clauses  of  the 
Salford  Corporation  Act  of  1889  has  been  suspended 
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during  the  years  1916-17-18,  and  was  only  recommenced 
in  May  of  1919. 

During  the  period  May  to  December,  1919,  144 
samples  of  mixed  milk  obtained  at  railway  stations  or 
dairies  were  submitted  to  Professor  Delepine  for 
examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Twelve 
of  these  were  reported  to  be  tuberculous,  this  being  a 
percentage  of  8*3. 

The  percentage  of  tuberculous  samples  during  1919- 
and  five  previous  years  is  as  follows  : —

The  twelve  samples  found  to  be  infected  were  from 
different  farms,  nine  in  Cheshire,  two  in  Yorkshire,, 
and  one  in  Westmoreland. 

The  farms  were  all  visited  and  a  total  number  of  455' 
cows  were  examined.  On  nine  farms  one  cow  was  found 
on  each  farm  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  of  the  udder, 
and  bacteriological  examination  of  a  sample  of  unmixed 
milk  from  each  of  the  cases  confirmed  the  diagnosis. 

On  two  farms  the  diseased  animals  were  not  discovered,, 
the  farmers  having  disposed  of  cows  between  the  date  of 
taking  the  mixed  sample  and  the  date  of  inspection.. 

The  remaining  farm  was  under  investigation  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  the  results  of  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  unmixed  milk  had  not  been  obtained. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  unmixed  samples 
from  eight  of  the  diseased  cows  were  only  found  to  be 
tuberculous  on  inoculation.  In  one  case  only  were 
tubercle  bacilli  discovered  microscopically. 
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Six  of  the  affected  animals  were  young,  being  under 
six  years  of  age — the  remaining  three  were  animals  of 
eight  and  nine  years  old. 

Premises  where  Food  Is  Prepared. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  these  premises 
with  a  view  to  the  detection  of  unsound  or  diseased  meat, 
&c'. 

Owing  to  the  vigorous  inspection  of  these  premises 
which  has  been  carried  out  for  several  years  it  is  the  usual 
practice  for  the  proprietors  to  notify  this  office  whenever 
they  receive  anything  of  a  doubtful  nature. 

In  one  case  where  the  proprietor  had  received  a  con¬ 
signment  of  boned  beef  he  brought  the  same  direct  to 
this  department  for  inspection. 

The  premises  are  in  several  cases  structuraTy  unsuit¬ 
able  for  this  trade,  and  there  are  no  bye-laws  governing 
them.  The  necessity  of  definite  regulations  governing 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  such  places  is  very  obvious  and 
has  recently  been  drawn  attention  to  in  the  report  by 
the  Food  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 
Dr.  Savage  in  his  book  on  Food  Poisoning  and  Food  In¬ 
spections  remarks  as  follows  : — 

“  The  most  striking  fact  which  emerges  from  the  study 
“  of  any  series  of  meat  poisoning  outbreaks  is  the  very  large 
“  number  of  cases  in  which  the  vehicle  of  infection  has  been 
brawn,  meat  pies,  sausages  or  other  form  of  made-up  meat’ 
“  Investigation  of  the  condition  of  the  premises  and  the  actual 
“  procedures  practised  has  almost  invariably  shown  that, 
“  speaking  generally,  cleanliness  was  not  practised  in  the 
“  preparation  of  these  materials  nor  were  the  premises  of  such 
“  a  kind  as  would  enable  cleanliness  and  avoidance  of 
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“  contamination  to  be  secured.  Definite  opportunities  for 
“  excretal  contamination  of  the  food,  during  preparation  or 
“  subsequently,  were  usually  present. 

“  Existing  powers  with  regard  to  food  stuffs  urgently 
“  need  revision  in  many  directions,  but  in  nothing  do  they 
“  require  strengthening  more  than  in  connection  with  the 
preparation  of  made-up  meat  foods. 

‘‘  Take,  for  example,  a  substance  like  brawn.  In  makino- 
it  its  constituents  are  heated  so  that  competing  bacilli  are 
‘‘  largely  eliminated.  When  finished  it  constitutes  a  most 
”  favourable  nutrient  material  for  bacilli,  with  abundance  of 
“  jelly,  &c.  This  culture  medium  is  set  to  cool,  and  usually 
'•  cools  slowly,  so  that  over  many  hours  it  is  maintained  at 
■■  temperatures  which  greatly  favour  bacterial  multiplication. 
Frequently  in  practice  the  brawn  is  set  to  cool  in  places 
which  necessitates  its  bacterial  contamination,  and  some- 
times  it  is  put  in  places  such  as  slaughterhouses,  where  specific 
dangerous  bacterial  contamination  is  likely  to  occur.  The 
brawn  maker  can  do  this  quite  unchecked  by  the  supervision 
“  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority.  He  has  neither  to  license 
nor  to  register  his  premises  or  himself,  and  is  not  subject  to 
“  any  supervision  by  the  Local  Authority,  apart  from  their 
general  powers  in  regard  to  food  inspection. 

“The  anomal}^  of  the  existing  legal  position  is  apparent 
of  these  non-existent  powers  are  compared  with  the  com¬ 
parative  stringent  regulations  governing  the  preparation 
“  of  bread  and  its  supervision.  Bread  is  a  substance  which 
is  a  quite  unimportamt  source  of  bacterial  infection,  and 
the  amount  which  does  occur  [i.e.  from  dirty  handling  of 
loaves)  is  largely  independent  of  the  supervision  exercised. 
“  As  potential  vehicles  for  the  spread  of  disease,  made  foods 
“  are  vastly  more  important  than  bread. 

A  proper  system  of  Bye-laws  and  licensing  of  all  premises 
upon  which  made-up  meat  foods  are  prepared  are  required 
and  would  be  of  material  importance  in  limiting  food 
poisoning  outbreaks.” 
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TO  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough  Laboratories  during 
the  year  1919. 

During  the  year  1,270  samples  have  been  submitted 
to  me  for  analysis.  Of  these  1,234  were  taken  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  whilst  36 
were  submitted  by  various  Corporation  Departments. 

Of  the  1,234  samples  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  108,  or  8*8  per  cent,  were  returned  as 
adulterated.  This  figure  has  only  once  been  exceeded, 
namely,  in  1889  (when  the  figure  was  lOT  per  cent)  during 
the  last  30  years.  This  large  increase  is  accounted  tor 
partly  by  the  greater  number  of  milk  samples  taken  and 
partly  by  the  large  number  of  samples  of  borax  found 
to  be  adulterated.  Full  particulars  on  these  and  other 
matters  are  given  in  the  body  of  the  Report.

The  number  of  samples  found  to  be  adulterated  was 
108,  or  8*8  per  cent,  which  compares  unfavourably  with 
that  for  any  year  since  1889.  This  large  increase  is  not 
so  serious  as  it  appears  at  first  sight.  A  large  proportion 
of  the  adulterated  samples  being  samples  of  borax  which 
are  further  considered  below. 
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Milk. 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine  samples  of  milk  were 
submitted  for  analysis,  of  which  fifty -nine,  or  7-1  per  cent, 
were  returned  as  adulterated.  With  the  exception  of  the 
year  1916,  when  the  corresponding  figure  was  10*1  per 
cent,  this  is  the  highest  percentage  of  adulteration  of 
milk  since  the  year  1889,  when  the  figure  was  7*3  per  cent. 
As  will  be  seen  from  Table  4,  a  much  larger  number  of 
samples  of  milk  has  been  taken  during  the  last  two  years, 
and  it  is  evident  that  this  figure  should  not  be  reduced. 
It  is  only  fair  to  point  out  that  this  high  figure  is  partly 
due  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  samples  are  taken  from 
each  vendor  selling  adulterated  milk.  The  same  plan 
has,  however,  been  followed  since  the  year  1914,  so  that 
the  figures  in  Table  4  are  strictly  comparable. 

Samples  have  been  taken  on  delivery  at  the  railway 
stations  in  the  Borough,  from  the  premises  of  wholesale 
dealers,  from  carts  in  the  streets,  and  from  retail  vendors. 
During  the  year,  at  the  invitation  of  wholesale  dealers, 
a  number  of  samples  have  been  taken  at  stations  outside 
the  Borough  boundary.  As  your  Inspectors  have  no 
legal  powers  outside  the  Borough  boundary  these  samples 
have  been  informal  ones  ;  in  those  cases  where  the  samples 
have  been  found  to  be  adulterated  the  Local  Authority 
within  whose  area  the  sample  has  been  taken  has  been 
notified.  There  is  a  clause  in  the  Local  Act  shortly  to 
be  presented  to  Parliament  which  is  designed  to  give 
power  for  your  Inspectors  to  take  formal  samples  under 
these  circumstanees.  The  passing  of  such  a  clause  would 
add  considerable  efficiency  to  the  work  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment. 
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The  average  composition  of  the  milks  taken  during 
the  year  will  be  found  in  Tables  5,  6  and  7.  The  average 
composition  of  the  whole  of  the  milks  is  given  in  Table  5. 
Table  6  gives  the  composition  of  station  milks,  i.e.,  the 
milk  delivered  by  farmers,  whilst  Table  7  gives  the  com¬ 
position  of  milk  delivered  in  the  Borough.

Samples  A 1253  to  A 1348  were  taken  at  the  railway 
station  from  milk  consigned  by  the  same  farmer.  The 
Inspector  visited  the  farm,  saw  the  cows  milked,  and  took 
three  samples  for  analysis.  The  three  samples  contained 
respectively  3-4,  2*8,  2*9  per  cent  of  fat.  Two  of  the 
three  samples  were  therefore  below  the  minimum  limits 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  No  further  action 
has  been  taken. 

Samples  B1  and  A1356  to  A1423  were  taken  at  the 
railway  station  from  milk  consigned  by  the  same  farmer. 
The  Inspector  visited  the  farm  saw  the  cows  milked  and 
took  three  samples  for  analysis.  The  three  samples 
contained  respectively  8*1,  8T,  8*3  per  cent  of  solids-not- 
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fat.  The  three  samples  were  therefore  below  the 
minimum  limits  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 
No  further  action  has  been  taken. 

Samples  A1428  to  A1439  were  taken  from  a  dealer 
whose  milk  was  delivered  at  a  Manchester  station.  As 
your  Inspectors  have  no  power  to  take  formal  samples 
outside  the  Borough  boundary  this  case  was  referred  to 
the  Manchester  Authority  for  appropriate  action.  The 
same  remarks  apply  to  Sample  A1640,  which  was  obtained 
from  another  farmer. 

Samples  A1667  to  A1937.  The  retail  vendors  were 

cautioned  in  each  case  either  by  the  Inspector  or  by  means 

of  a  special  letter  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In 
» 

every  case  the  matter  was  followed  up.  Subsequent 
samples  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Samples  A 1 948  to  A2007  were  station  milks  obtained 
from  one  farmer.  Samples  A200I,  A2008  were  taken 
from  the  same  farmer,  and  on  these  two  samples  prosecu¬ 
tions  were  instituted. 

Samples  AI947,  AI950  and  AI996  were  taken  at  the 
station  from  a  farm  in  the  same  neighbourhood,  and 
Sample  A 1 993  was  taken  at  the  station  from  another 
farm  in  the  same  neighbourhood.  Your  Inspector  visited 
all  three  farms  and  took  samples  from  the  cows.  He 
discovered  that  it  appeared  to  be  a  custom  of  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  to  rinse  out  the  cooler  and  the  various  utensils 
used  for  milking  with  water  and  to  add  the  washings  to 
the  milk.  He  obtained  positive  evidence  of  the  actual 
addition  of  water  in  the  case  of  the  farmer  supplying  milk 
Samples  A200I  and  A2008.  He  was  not,  however,  so 
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successful  in  the  case  of  the  other  two  farmers.  For 
this  reason,  and  also  on  account  of  the  faet  that  in  the 
ease  of  the  first  farmer  there  was  a  greater  difference  in 
the  composition  of  the  samples  supplied  and  the  “  Appeal 
to  Cow  ”  samples,  it  was  decided  to  prosecute  the  first 
farmer  in  order  that  the  contention  .that  a  farmer  might 
legally  add  can  washings  to. his  milk  might  be  contested. 

The  Stipendiary  Magistrate  decided  that  sueh  an 
addition  was  illegal,  and  under  the  circumstances  of  the 
ease  inflicted  a  fine  of  £1  and  costs. 

Samples  A2102  and  A2105  were  supplied  from  two 
separate  shops  by  the  same  wholesale  dealer.  Sample 
A2108  was  obtained  from  the  farmer  supplying  this 
wholesale  dealer.  Subsequent  samples  from  this  farmer 
were  genuine.  As  it  seemed  very  probable  that  the 
adulteration  in  the  case  of  the  two  former  samples  was 
due  at  least  in  part  to  the  farmer  no  action  was  taken 
in  either  case. 

Butter,  Margariue  and  Lard. 

Ten  samples  of  butter  have  been  examined  during 
the  year,  all  of  which  have  been  genuine.  Four  samples 
were  free  from  preservatives.  One  sample  contained 
0*2  per  eent  and  five  samples  0*1  per  cent  of  boron  pre¬ 
servative  expressed  as  boric  acid.  The  percentage  of 
water  has  varied  from  9-0  per  cent  to  15*5  per  cent. 

Twenty-two  samples  of  margarine  have  been  examined, 
21  of  which  have  been  returned  as  genuine.  All  the 
samples  but  one  contained  boron  preservative,  this  varying 
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between  0-1  and  0-4  per  cent,  expressed  as  boric  acid. 
Only  one  of  the  samples  contained  more  than  0*3  per  cent, 
and  this  would  appear  to  be  a  very  reasonable  limit  in 
the  case  of  further  legislation  on  the  matter. 

One  sample,  A2362,  was  returned  as  adulterated.  It 
was  sold  to  the  Inspector  as  “  half  Butter,”  but  on 
examination  the  fat  was  found  to  consist  of  50  per  cent 
of  coconut  oil  and  50  per  cent  of  other  fats,  butter  fat 
being  absent.  The  vendor,  on  being  informed,  stated 
that  he  understood  from  the  representative  of  the  whole¬ 
sale  firm  supplying  him  that  the  sample  was  half  butter, 
and  on  hearing  that  it  was  not  he  immediately  withdrew 
the  description  :  the  wholesale  firm  merely  invoiced  it 
as  special  margarine.  The  vendor  was  only  making  a 
fair  profit.  Taking  into  account  the  whole  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  case  no  prosecution  was  instituted,  the 
vendor  being  cautioned. 

The  main  legal  requirements  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  margarine  are — That  it  shall  be  sold  in  a  wrapper 
on  which  the  word  margarine  is  printed  in  capital  block 
letters  not  less  than  half-an-inch  long  and  distinctly 
legible  ;  that  the  fat  shall  not  contain  more  than  10  per 
cent  of  butter  fat.  The  Departmental  Committee  on 
Preservatives  in  Food  recommend  that  the  only  preserva¬ 
tive  allowed  to  be  used  should  be  borax  or  boric  acid  in 
amount  not  exceeding  0*5  per  cent  calculated  as  boric 
acid. 

The  16  samples  of  lard  have  been  returned  as  genuine. 
They  were  free  from  water,  rancidity  and  paraffin,  and 
no  foreign  fat  was  detected  in  any  case. 
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Cereal  Foods. 

Four  samples  of  plain  flour  and  19  samples  of  self- 
raising  flour  have  been  examined  during  the  year  :  they 
have  all  been  returned  as  genuine.  None  of  them  has 
contained  added  mineral  matter  and  material  quantities 
of  Arsenic  have  been  absent  in  each  case.  The  three 
samples  of  self-raising  flour  sold  under  fancy  names 
“  Bun  Flour,”  “  Cake  Flour,”  and  “  Pastry  Flour  ”  have 
also  been  returned  as  genuine. 

Of  the  19  samples  of  rice  examined  nine,  or  47  per  cent, 
have  been  faced  with  mineral  matter  resembling  talc. 
This  is  practically  the  same  proportion  as  that  found  in 
1918,  namely,  46  per  cent,  but  higher  than  that  for  1917. 
The  mineral 'matter  of  the  unfaced  samples  has  varied 
from  0*28  to  0-56  per  cent,  the  amount  of  facing  has 
varied  from  0*10  per  cent  to  0*50  per  cent.  Only  one  of 
the  samples  had  more  than  0-3  per  cent  of  facing,  and 
this  fact,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  figures  for  previous 
years,  supports  the  opinion  previously  expressed,  that 
the  suggested  limit  of  0-5  per  cent  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  1909  is  too  high. 

Of  the  eight  samples  of  ground  rice  four  were  free 
from  added  mineral  matter  containing  from  0*32  to  0*46 
per  cent  of  ash — the  other  four  samples  had  been  prepared 
from  faced  whole  rice  and  contained  from  0*44  to  0*63 
per  cent  of  ash. 

Eleven  samples  of  “  sago  ”  and  ten  of  tapioca  have 
consisted  of  tapioca.  They  have  been  free  from  added 
mineral  matter,  the  ash  varying  from  0*08  to  0*26  per 
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cent.  One  sample  of  “  sago  ”  consisted  of  genuine  sago, 
the  ash  was  0-66  per  cent. 

The  seven  samples  of  pearl  barley  have  been  free  from 
mineral  facing  and  excessive  mineral  matter.  The  ash 
has  varied  from  T08  to  T34. 

Potted  Meat. 

Five  samples  of  potted  meat  have  been  examined 
during  the  year.  Of  these  three,  which  contained  respec¬ 
tively  TO,  T2  and  T1  per  cent  of  boron  preservative 
expressed  as  boric  acid,  were  returned  as  adulterated. 
Each  sample  bore  a  label  indicating  that  it  had  been 
prepared  in  Manchester,  so  that  the  matter  was  reported 
to  the  Manchester  Health  Department.  The  matter 
was  investigated  by  Manchester,  who  found  that  the  excess 
of  preservative  was  due  to  error,  and  that  later  samples 
were  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  other  samples  were  returned  as  genuine,  but  they 
were  of  such  doubtful  quality  that  it  seemed  desirable 
to  take  further  action.  The  Southport  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  were  informed  of  the  facts  of  the  case  as  the  meat 
was  prepared  within  their  urea,  but  they  reported  that 
the  premises  and  conditions  of  manufacture  were  satis- 
factory. 

Soda  Water. 

Thirteen  samples  of  soda  water  have  been  examined 
during  the  year.  They  have  been  tested  for  purity  of  the 
water  used,  the  presence  of  metallic  contamination,  and 
for  the  amount  of  alkalinity.  In  all  cases  the  original 
water  used  had  chemical  characteristics  that  one  would 
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expect  from  a  pure  water.  A  trace  of  metallic  contamina¬ 
tion  was  found  in  ever}^  sample  but  one,  but  in  no  case 
was  the  amount  sufficient  to  cause  any  anxiety. 

Three  of  the  samples  were  returned  as  adulterated  on 
account  of  the  absence  of  added  sodium  bicarbonate. 
The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Local  Association  of 
Mineral  Water  Manufacturers,  and  as  tl.e  final  result  of  a 
correspondence  extending  over  six  months  and  an  inter¬ 
view  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  and  one  manu¬ 
facturer,  the  Council  of  the  Association  has  given  it  as 
their  opinion  that  Soda  Water  should  contain  five  grains 
of  sodium  bicarbonate  per  10-oz.  bottle,  and  have 
instructed  their  members  to  this  effect. 


Vinegar. 

Six  samples  of  vinegar  have  been  examined  during 
the  year,  of  which  one.  No.  A 1605,  has  been  returned  as 
adulterated,  being  25  per  cent  deficient  in  acetic  acid. 
Some  years  ago  the  Local  Government  Board  suggested 
a  standard  of  not  less  than  4  per  cent  of  acetic  acid,  and 
this  standard  has,  in  general,  been  upheld  by  magistrates. 
This  sample  contained  only  3  per  cent,  and  was  therefore 
deficient  to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent  of  the  minimum 
amount  of  acetic  acid.  When  the  circumstances  of  this 
case  came  to  be  investigated  it  was  fairly  evident  that 
the  error  was  due  to  the  wholesale  dealer  supplying  the 
shop  from  whence  the  sample  'was  taken,  and  as  it  was 
impossible  to  prosecute  the  apparently  guilty  party,  it 
was  considered  that  a  special  caution  would  meet  the 
justice  of  the  case. 
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Liquid  Eggs. 

The  single  sample  of  liquid  eggs,  No.  A1613,  was  found 
to  contain  1-3  per  cent  of  boron  preservative  expressed 
as  boric  acid.  On  investigation  this  was  found  to  be  a 
portion  of  old  stock,  of  which  samples  of  the  same  brand 
had  been  reported  against  adversely  some  time  previously 
and  which  the  manufacturers  had  withdrawn  from  the 
market.  On  the  fact  being  pointed  out  to  the  retailer 
the  whole  of  the  remainder  of  the  stock  was  at  once 
withdrawn  from  sale. 

Drugs. 

One  hundred  and  forty-five  samples  of  drugs  have 
been  examined  during  the  year,  and  of  these,  37,  or  25-5 
per  cent,  were  returned  as  adulterated.  This  high  figure 
is  caused  by  the  large  number  of  samples  of  borax 
found  to  be  contaminated  with  arsenic.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  one  sample  of  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine, 
there  has  been  no  really  serious  adulteration  of  drugs  by 
local  vendors. 

The  single  sample  of  zinc  ointment  returned  as 
adulterated  consisted  of  boric  ointment.  On  investiga¬ 
tion  it  was  found  that  the  vendor  kept  his  stock  of  boric 
and  zinc  ointment  in  one  drawer  divided  by  a  partition, 
and  that  the  mistake  was  caused  by  the  lids  being 
inadvertently  interchanged.  The  vendor  was  cautioned. 

The  single  sample  of  boric  ointment  found  to  be 
adulterated  was  an  informal  one  which  was  deficient  of 
15  per  cent  of  the  correct  quantity  of  boric  acid.  A 
subsequent  formal  sample  was  found  to  be  genuine.  No 
further  action  was  taken. 
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One  of  the  four  samples  of  ammoniated  tincture  of 
(][uinine,  an  informal  sample,  was  found  to  be  deficient  of 
75  per  cent  of  the  correct  quantity  of  quinine.  A  sub¬ 
sequent  formal  sample  was  labelled  “  Sweet  Essence  of 
Quinine,”  and  had  practically  the  same  composition.  A 
large  quantity  of  cane  sugar  was  present  in  both  cases. 
As  there  is  no  standard  for  Sweet  Essence  of  Quinine 
no  proceedings  could  be  instituted,  but  the  matter  was 
reported  to  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Association,  who 
took  action  in  the  matter.  “  Sweet  Essence  of  Quinine  ” 
is  not  a  generally  accepted  preparation,  and  it  would 
appear  that  the  description  had  been  given  to  protect  the 
vendors  from  any  legal  liability  arising  from  the  fact 
that  the  preparation  was  deficient  in  an  expensive 
ingredient. 

Of  the  38  samples  of  borax,  31,  or  81*6  per  cent,  were 
returned  as  adulterated  on  account  of  contamination 
with  arsenic,  the  amounts  found  varying  from  10  to  250 
parts  per  million.  This  matter  was  reported  to  the  Local 
Grovernment  Board,  who  took  action  in  the  matter.  In 
the  event  of  further  samples  being  found  to  be  so  con¬ 
taminated  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings 
against  the  vendors. 

Only  two  samples  of  seidlitz  powders  were  examined, 
and  both  were  found  to  be  adulterated  ;  they  were  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  same  manufacturer.  The  adulteration 
consisted  in  a  deficiency  in  the  weight  of  the  powder. 
The  manufacturers,  on  being  asked  for  an  explanation, 
explained  that  the  mistake  had  been  caused  by  weighing 
the  papers  along  with  the  ingredients.  They  undertook 
to  change  their  methods  in  the  future. 
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Dispensed  Prescriptions. 

During  the  year  an  arrangement  has  been  entered  into 
between  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Insurance  Com- 
inittee  whereby  samples  of  medicine  dispensed  under 
the  Insurance  Act  may  be  submitted  for  analysis  under 
the  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts.  Suitable  prescriptions  from 
the  chemical  point  of  view  are  submitted  to  the  Insurance 
Secretary,  who  then  requests  one  of  the  medical  men  on 
the  Panel  to  write  them  out  on  the  usual  form.  These 
prescriptions  are  then  given  to  the  Inspector  to  take 
samples  under  the  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts  in  the  usual  way, 
payment  being  made  at  the  usual  rates  charged  for  private 
prescriptions. 

At  an  interview  at  which  were  present  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
the  Insurance  Secretary  and  the  writer,  the  whole  arrange- 
'  nient  was  clearly  explained,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
representatives  expressed  their  satisfaction  after  some 
points  which  were  not  quite  clear  had  been  explained. 

Twenty-one  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in  this  way 
during  tlie  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  of  these,  three,  or 
14-3  per  cent,  were  returned  as  adulterated. 

No.  A2396  was  deficient  in  boric  acid  to  the  extent 
of  38  per  cent,  part  of  the  deficiency  being  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  was  dispensed  in  a  twelve-ounce  in  place  of  a  ten- 
ounce  bottle. 

No.  /2I4  was  deficient  of  50  per  cent  of  the  correct 
proportion  of  potassium  bromide,  a  portion  of  the  defi¬ 
ciency  again  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  mixture  was 
dispensed  in  a  twelve-ounce  in  piace  of  a  ten-ounce  bottle*. 
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In  the  case  of  No.  7212  the  correct-  quantity  of  the 
ingredients  had  apparently  been  used,  but  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  mixture  was  dispensed  in  a  twelve-ounce  in 
place  of  a  ten-ounce  bottle  it  was  deficient  in  strength 
to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent. 

As  these  were  the  first  samples  taken  under  the  new 
arrangements  no  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against 
the  vendors,  but  a  special  letter  of  caution  was  sent  to 
each  pointing  out  the  nature  of  the  offence  and  the  reason 
why  no  further  proceedings  were  contemplated.

SECTION  VI. 


Child  Welfare  and  Supervision 

Midwives. 


The  Staff  consists  of  two  Ladv  Medical  Officers,  an 
Inspector  of  Midwives,  15  Health  Visitors,  a  Masseuse, 
and  five  lady  clerks.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officers 
to  conduct  all  examinations  of  mothers  and  children 
attending  at  the  Centre  and  at  the  Guilds,  and,  in  addition, 
to  supervise  the  visiting  and  conduct  the  administrative 
work  of  the  Department.  Each  Health  Visitor  is  allotted 
a  district,  to  the  visiting  of  which  most  of  her  time  is 
devoted,  and  a  record  is  kept  of  all  details  connected 
with  the  sanitarv  state  of  the  house  and  the  health  of  its 
occupants.  In  addition,  the  Health  Visitors  carry  on 
the  work  at  the  various  Mothers’  Guilds  in  the  Borough. 

The  Work  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

During  the  year  1919,  13  Wards  have  been  visited 
by  the  Health  Visitors,  namely,  Trafford,  Ordsall,  Charles¬ 
town,  Islington,  St.  Thomas’,  Crescent,  Trinity,  St.  Paul’s, 
Begent,  St.  Matthias’,  Albert  Park,  Seedley  and 
Grosvenor. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  visits  paid  by 
the  Health  Visitors  in  the  various  Wards,  the  number  of 
babies  and  expectant  mothers  visited,  and  the  number 
of  nuisances  referred  to  the  Health  Department  during

The  Mothers’  Guilds. 

There  are  seven  Mothers’  Guilds  in  the  Borough, 
namely,  Dock  Mission,  Rosamond  Street,  John  Street 
Hall,  Langworthy  Road,  Enys  Street,  Woodbine  Street, 
and  Regent  Road.  At  each  of  the  first  three  of  these, 
owing  to  the  generosity  of  private  persons,  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  are  able  to  obtain  dinners  on  every 
full  working  day  of  the  week  at  a  nominal  price,  of  which 
every  advantage  is  taken.  At  each  Guild  an  afternoon 
is  set  apart  for  the  weighing  of  the  children  ;  all  children 
are  medically  examined  at  their  first  attendance  and 
periodically  afterwards,  and,  in  addition,  any  children 
who  are  not  gaining  satisfactorily,  or  are  ailing,  are 
examined.  Expectant  mothers  who  are  in  need  of  advice 

are  also  seen. 


I 
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On  other  days,  at  Dock  Mission,  John  Street,  Rosamond 
Street,  and  Enys  Street  practical  classes  and  demonstra¬ 
tions  are  held  in  sewing,  and  at  John  Street  and  Rosa¬ 
mond  Street  classes  are  also  held  in  cookery  and  the 
general  hygiene  of  pregnancy  and  of  the  infant.  The 
Health  Visitor  for  the  district  in  which  the  Guild  is 
situated  helps  with  the  classes,  and  other  helpers  assist 
in  caring  for  the  babies,  so  that  the  mothers  mav  enjoy 
the  benefit  of  the  lessons  undisturbed.  There  has  been 
increasing  interest  in  these  classes  during  the  past  year. 

The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  attendances 
at  the  Clinic  and  various  Guilds  during  the  year  1919  : _ 
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The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  Centre  in  Regent  Road  has  now  been  open  some 
four  years,  its  object  being  to  provide  a  Clinic  at  which 
expectant  and  other  mothers  can  obtain  medical  advice 
and  treatment  for  themselves  and  for  their  children  from 
birth  to  school  age,  and  thus  to  ensure  that  skilled  atten¬ 
tion  should  be  available  for  the  child  from  the  time  of  its 
conception  to  the  time  at  which  it  is  passed  on. to  the  care 
of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  Centre  is  open  every  morning  with  the  exception 
of  Saturday  and  Sunday.  When  the  children  improve, 
they  are  passed  on  to  one  of  the  Guilds  nearest  to  their 
homes. 

All  cases  attending  at  the  Centre  are  “  followed  up  ” 
in  the  homes  by  the  Health  Visitors,  who  help  the  patients 
to  carry  out  the  instructions  given. 

Milk  Scheme. 

In  May,  1918,  a  new  scheme  was  adopted  by  which 
free  or  “  assisted  ”  milk  could  be  supplied  to  necessitous 
cases  for  the  use  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and 
for  children  up  to  five  years  of  age. 

The  admirable  results  of  this  scheme  are  increasingly 
evident,  and  the  individual  improvement  of  the  babies 
can  be  observed  weekly  as  they  are  brought  to  the  Guilds 
to  be  weighed.  In  many  cases  this  assistance  has  enabled 
nursing  mothers  to  continue  the  breast-feeding  of  their 
babies. 

Up  to  the  end  of  December,  1919,  assistance  has  been 
given  to  705  applicants,  free  milk  being  granted  to  661, 
and  milk  at  part-pay  to  44. 
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Massage 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1918,  a  Masseuse  was  engaged 
at  the  John  Street  Guild,  and  later  at  Dock  Mission  and 
'  Rosamond  Street,  to  treat  certain  cases  of  rickets  and 
other  allied  conditions.  This  experiment  proved  such 
a  success,  and  the  improvement  in  almost  every  case  was 
so  marked,  that  her  work  was  extended,  and  in  November, 
1919,  she  was  engaged  as  a  whole-time  Masseuse.

The  midwives  are  regularly  visited,  and  their  books, 
instruments,  &c.,  inspected  by  the  Lady  Inspector,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  the  midwives 
are  encouraged  to  consult  with  the  Medical  Officer  when 
cases  of  difficulty  arise.  During  the  year  ten  midwives 
removed  from  the  district,  two  discontinued  practising, 
and  one  died.  One  midwife  commenced  to  practice  as* 
a  maternit}/  nurse.  The  increase  in  number  of  midwives 
who  removed  from  the  district  was  due  to  changes  in 
the  District  Nurses’  Home.  Eight  midwives  were 
newly  registered.  The  total  number  of  births  during 
1919  was  4,435  ;  3,945  of  these,  or  89  per  cent,  were 
attended  by  midwives,  and  490,  or  11  per  cent,  by 
medical  practitioners.  In  331  of  the  confinements 
attended  by  doctors,  midwives  were  also  engaged 
to  attend  as  maternity  nurse.  Thirty-three  cases 
of  puerperal  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  ; 
five  occurred  in  connection  with  miscarriages  ;  in  three 
cases  midwives  were  engaged  as  maternity  nurse.  One 
was  a  doctor  s  case,  and  four  occurred  in  Hope  Hospital. 
Of  the  remaining  20  cases,  two  midwives  had  four  cases, 
two  had  two  cases  each,  and  eight  midwives  one  case 
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each.  They  were  thoroughly  enquired  into,  and  every 

care  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

% 

Three  mid  wives  were  reported  to  and  censured  by 
the  Local  Supervising  Authority  for  neglecting  to  comply 
with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 


Eight  midwives  were  disinfected  at  Mode  Wheel  on 
account  of  having  been  in  contact  with  a  notifiable  infec¬ 
tious  disease  other  than  puerperal  fever  ;  and  twenty- 
five  midwives  were  instructed  to  take  disinfecting  baths 
at  home.

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Twenty-nine  notifications  of  contact  with  infectious 
disease  were  received. 

Fifty-eight  notifications  of  artificial  feeding,  102  still¬ 
births,  seven  deaths  of  infants  and  one  death  of  mother 
were  notified  by  midwives  during  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

During  the  year  1919,  88  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neona¬ 
torum  were  notified,  29  of  these  being  notified  or  re¬ 
notified  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Royal  Eye  Hospital. 

Of  the  88  cases  notified — 

78  occurred  in  the  practice  of  midwives  ; 

2  were  attended  by  both  doctor  and  midwife  ; 

2  were  doctors’  cases  ; 

1  was  born  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  ; 

2  were  attended  at  home  by  St.  Mary’s  Hospital 

Nurses  ; 

1  was  born  in  Salford  Royal  Hospital ; 

2  were  notified  from  Hope  Hospital. 

The  cases  are  visited  by  the  Inspector  of  Midwives, 
who  also  visits  the  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes 

notified  under  the  Midwives  Act.

Of  the  88  cases  notified,  84  recovered,  one  infant  died  ; 
one  developed  an  ulcer  on  one  eye,  and  two  removed  out 
of  district. 

Fifty-three  cases  were  referred  to  the  District  Nurses, 
who  paid  1,302  visits.

SECTION  VII. 


General  Work  of  the  Health 

Department. 


The  stah  of  the  Department  consists  of  a  Veterinary 
Surgeon,  Chief  Inspector  and  18  Assistant  Inspectors, 
including  one  Lady  Inspector.  The  Veterinary  Inspector 
and  two  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  were  on  Active  Service 
have  returned  to  duty. 


Systematic  Inspection  and  Abatement  of 

Nuisances. 

The  systematic  inspection  of  the  Borough  was  con¬ 
ducted  during  the  year  1919  on  the  same  lines  as  in 
previous  years.  The  result  of  the  inspections  may  be 
gathered  from  a  perusal  of  the  “  Register  of  Work  Done,” 
which  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  section  of  the 
report.  It  shows  that  the  number  of  complaints  received 
at  the  office  of  the  Department  was  3,420,  as  compared 
with  2,564  received  in  1918,  also  that  20,048  dwelling 
houses  were  inspected  during  the  year.  The  details  of 
each  section  of  the  work  will  be  found  under  the  special 
heading. 
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Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

Seven  liouses  in  the  Seedley  district  were  condemned 
by  the  Corporation  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  owing 
to  extreme  dilapidation. 

Four  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  Kersal  Ward. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1919. 

House  to  House  Inspections,  Year  1919. 

In  compliance  with  Section  17  of.  the  above  Act,  a 
reinspection  of  the  undermentioned  Wards  has  been 
made,  and  details  of  the  progress  made  and  alterations 
effected  are  given  as  follows  : — 

Wards. — Weaste,  Seedley,  St.  Thomas’s,  and  Charles¬ 
town. 

The  interval  between  the  inspections  average  six 
years. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  326  inhabited  houses 
during  the  period,  mostly  in  the  Charlestown  Ward,  and 
before  building  operations  ceased  owing  to  war  restric¬ 
tions. 

Fourteen  houses  containing  one,  two,  or  three  rooms 
each,  have  been  cleared  away  ;  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  117  houses  containing  four  rooms,  and  a  further 
increase  in  houses  containing  five,  six,  or  more  rooms. 

The  number  of  houses  provided  with  water  closets 
has  been  increased  bv  1,034. 
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^  ien  privy  middens  have  been  cleared  away,  and  also 
674  pail  closets. 

X'here  has  been  a  decrease  of  24  closets  used  in  common, 
and  the  remainder  can  only  be  dealt  with  as  the  properties 
are  remodelled. 

The  number  of  metallic  ashbins  has  been  increased 
by  1955,  tubs  have  decreased  by  1,332,  ashpits  by  36, 

“  unsatisfactory  conditions  ”  by  84,  and  those  Avithout 
bin  accommodation  have  decreased  by  283. 

Sixty  houses  deficient  of  light  and  ventilation  have 
been  remodelled. 

At  twelve  houses,  drainage  defects  have  been 
remedied. 

Ten  houses  in  a  state  of  dilapidation  have  been 
remodelled.  *

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Milkshops. 

There  were  659  milkshops  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  1919.  Three  were  discontinued  during  the  year,  and 
16  newly  registered.  Thirty-nine  visits  were  made 
during  the  year.  Four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  of 
diphtheria  occurred  in  milkshops  during  1919.  Three 
of  these  patients  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  the 
remaining  ones  being  isolated  at  premises  agreed  upon, 
and  precautions  taken  in  all  the  cases  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  give  adequate  attention  to 
this  work  owing  to  the  absence  of  part  of  the  staff  on 
active  service  and  the  working  up  of  arrears  of  work  in 
other  sections  due  to  the  war. 

Shops  Act,  1912. 

The  shops  in  the  Borough  are  classified  under  53 
headings.  The  card  index  shows  a  total  of  5,190  shops, 
as  compared  with  5,161  last  year. 

72  businesses  have  been  newly  registered  during 
the  year,  and  43  have  been  discontinued. 

The  number  of  visits  made  was  2,777  in  the  daytime 
and  45  at  night. 

In  99  cases  of  infringement  of  the  Shops  Act  and 
various  weekly  Half-Holiday  Orders  letters  of  caution 
were  sent  to  the  occupiers. 

In  10  other  cases  the  occupiers  are  being  summoned 
by  the  Health  Committee,  but  the  hearing  will  not  take 
place  until  the  New  Year. 
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A  petition  was  received  from  the  Retail  Butchers  in 
the  Borough  for  an  earlier  Closing  Order  than  the  one 
now  in  operation.  The  matter  is  under  consideration 
by  the  Health  Committee.

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  were  17  Common  Lodging  Houses  on  the 
1‘egister  at  the  end  of  the  year,  including  the  Model 
Lodging  House  in  Bloom  Street ;  four  are  in  the  Crescent

Ward,  five  in  Islington,  one  in  Ordsall,  one  in  St.  Paul’s, 
three  in  St.  Thomas’,  and  three  in  Trinity  Wards.  These 
houses  contain  142  rooms,  with  1,006  beds.  The  average 
number  of  beds  occupied  per  night  was  789  beds  for  males 
and  none  for  females.  Five  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
inspections  were  made  during  the  day  time  and  24  in  the 
night  time.  Eleven  of  these  houses  have  been^  re¬ 
registered  under  Part  V.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1907. 

Two  houses  in  Islington  Ward  were  discontinued 
during  the  year,  and  one  house  in  Islington  Ward  and  one 
in  Trinity  Ward  changed  hands  during  that  time. 

An  application  was  made  for  permission  to  have 
certain  premises  registered  in  Trinity  Ward,  but  owing 
to  their  unsuitability  the  request  was  not  acceded  to. 

These  Lodging  Houses  have  been  kept  in  good  and 
clean  condition  during  the  year,  and  the  Bye-laws  have 
been  observed.  There  are  some  houses  registered  which 
are  unsuitable  for  their  purpose,  but,  unfortunately,  so 
long  as  the  keepers  avoid  offences  against  the  Bye-laws 
there  is  no  legal  power  to  revise  the  Register.  The 
Lodging  House  accommodation  is  ample  for  the  needs  of 
the  Borough. 

Houses  Sub-let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  239  houses  let  in  apartments  in  the 
Borough  ;  these  contain  1,012  rooms.  Twenty-three 
houses  were  registered  during  the  year  and  24  were  dis¬ 
continued. 
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The  houses  referred  to  under  this  heading  are  those 
where  the  rent  or  charge  payable  by  each  lodger  is  less 
than  7s.  per  week,  and  if  furnished,  10s.  per  week. 

The  registration  of  these  houses  gives  us  power  to 
inspect  them  at  any  time.  They  have  been  inspected 
from  time  to  time,  and  they  have  received  1,871  inspec¬ 
tions  in  the  day  time  and  52  inspections  at  night. 

Two  keepers  and  a  lodger  were  prosecuted  for  con¬ 
travening  the  Bye-Laws,  and  fines-  amounting  to  £10  2s. 
were  imposed. 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  20  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
Borough,  containing  84  rooms  and  219  beds.  There 
have  been  22  applications  for  renewals  and  new  licenses  ; 
one  of  these  has  been  refused.  In  one  case  the  keeper 
applied  for  and  obtained  permission  to  extend  the  pre¬ 
mises  by  the  addition  of  the  house  adjoining.  The 
license  for  the  single  house  was  cancelled  and  a  new 
license  granted  for  both  houses.  In  another  case  the 
keeper  died,  and  temporary  permission  was  granted  until 
a  new  keeper  was  licensed.  The  Bye-laws  in  force 
regulating  these  houses  have  been  carried  out,  and  the 
houses  generally  kept  in  good  and  clean  condition. 
Three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  visits  have  been  made 

during  the  day  time  and  24  visits  during  the  night  time. 

% 

Workshops. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1,113  workshops 
on  the  register.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected 
by  the  Lady  Inspector  of  Workshops  and  by  the  District 
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Inspectors,  the  Lady  Inspector  visiting  those  workshops 
where  females  are  employed  and  the  District  Inspectors 
visiting  those  premises  where  males  only  are  employed. 

Seventy-one  defects  were  found  in  the  workshops, 
the  particulars  being  given  in  Table  B.  The  chief  defects 
were  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  and  want 
of  cleanliness,  which  were  found  in  24  cases  and  27  cases 
respectively. 

In  four  instances  the  ventilation  was  found  to  be 
defective. 

Re  Outworkers. — The  women  outworkers’  premises 
are  visited  by  the  Lady  Inspector  of  Workshops,  and  those 
of  the  men  by  the  District  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  208  visits  have  been  paid. 

The  number  of  incorrect  addresses  sent  to  the 
Department  during  the  year  is  very  much  below  the 
number  for  previous  years,  and  the  inspection  of  Out¬ 
workers’  premises  has  therefore  been  facilitated.

Smoke  Nuisance. 

Particulars  as  to  smoke  nuisances  caused  by  firms 
during  the  year  1919,  and  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
Committee  : — 

Seventeen  notices  were  issued  under  the  Public  Health 
Act. 

Several  Inspectors  having  returned  from  active  service, 
it  was  found  possible  to  commence  taking  smoke  observa¬ 
tions  on  June  23rd,  and  from  that  date  1,353  observations 
were  made,  as  against  728  in  the  year  1918  and  2,370  in 
the  year  1917. 

Seventy-four  stokers  and  others  were  cautioned  by 
the  Inspector  for  negligence  in  firing  the  furnaces  under 
their  charge.  At  the  same  time  26  firms  were  reported 
to  and  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Committee  ;  also  74 
cautionary  notices  were  issued  to  firms,  with  a  table  of 
smoke  observations  taken  from  their  chimneys. 

A  number  of  firms  have  been  Avritten  to  cautioning 
them  with  regard  to  the  emission  of  black  smoke  from 
their  steam  motor  wagons  whilst  passing  through  the 
Borough. 

Two  firms  were  summoned  by  the  Health  Committee 
with  respect  to  smoke  nuisances  from  their  steam  motor 
wagons,  and  they  were  each  fined  40s. 
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Several  chimneys  have  been  raised  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  small  workshops.

Mode  Wheel  Ambulance  and  Disinfecting  Station. 

Staff. — The  work  of  this  department  is  supervised 
by  an  Inspector,  who  devotes  part  of  his  time  only  ta 
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this  work.  Under  his  control  there  are  five  drivers, 
one  of  whom  is  resident  at  the  station,  five  disinfectors, 
one  of  whom  attends  to  the  steam  disinfecting  machines, 
and  two  labourers  who  clean  the  public  conveniences 
in  the  Borough.  There  are  three  motor  ambulances, 
one  horse  bedding  van,  and  three  motor  vans.  A  Ford 
taxi  is  also  retained  for  the  staff  at  Drinkwater  Park 
Hospital.  The  disinfecting  machines  are  two  large 
Goddard,  Massey  and  Warner’s  high-pressure  stoves. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  : —

Salford  Cases. — 868  journeys  were  made  by  the 
ambulances;  1,777  journeys  were  made  for  the  removal 
of  infected  bedding  and  clothing.  1,421  houses  were  dis¬ 
infected,  involving  the  disinfection  of  2,641  rooms.  3,267 
bundles  of  clothing  were  disinfected  by  steam  at  the  ‘ 
station.

Out-District  Cases. — 372  journeys  were  made  by 
the  ambulances  ;  57  journeys  were  made  for  the  removal 
of  infected  bedding  and  clothing  ;  725  bundles  of  clothing 
have  been  disinfected  by  steam  at  the  Station.  Two 
journeys  were  also  made  for  the  removal  of  cases  coming 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  ; 
disinfection  has  been  carried  out  on  six  ships  stationed 
at  thei Manchester  Ship  Canal,  and  18  bundles  of  clothing 
and  bedding  have  been  disinfected.  482  journeys  were 
made  for  the  removal  of  convalescent  cases  from  the 
Ladywell  Sanatorium  to  their  homes. 
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Salford  Cases  and  Out-District  Cases. — 3,930 
journeys  were  made  during  the  year,  delivering  disinfected 
bedding  and  clothing. 

65  bundles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were  destroyed 
at  the  owners’  request. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  at  37  schools,  and 
also  at  19  public  institutions  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  116  books  from  public  and  private  libraries  have 
been  disinfected. 

352  kits  and  bundles  of  bedding  from  the  Military 
Hospitals  in  the  Borough  were  disinfected,  involving 
30  journeys. 

Thirty  verminous  children  and  nine  adults  were 
bathed  and  their  clothing  disinfected.
